As the hurricane whirled up the Gulf of Mexico just off- 
shore, heavy tides rolled across the beaches In the storm's wake, 
but did not reach the dangerous proportions that had 
been 
feared. 


At St. Peteri>burg, where Alma came closc.st to the main- 
land, water running three to five feet above normal inundated 
beach roads and closed roads and bridges connecting a chain 
of offshore resort islands.

Howlett said that three states

Judges To Get 
Salary Boosts 


LANSING (AP) — The House 
voted pay raises for Supreme 
Court, Appeals Court and pro­ 
bate 
judges 
Wednesday, 
but 
p o s^ n e d a decision on its own 
salary. 


The House extended the dead­ 
line for bill passage 24 hours— 
to midnight tonight—while back­ 
ers and strategists made one 
last attem pt to round up the 56 
votes needed for passage of 
their own pay raises. 


The judges’ salaries — like 
the contemplated raise for leg­ 
islators — took a trimming. In 
each case, the House tightened 
up the purse strings and voted 
the judges less than what the 
Senate was willing to pay them. 


Two legislative salary meas- 


i ures are before the House — 
i either of which is expected to 
I end up in a House-Senate con­ 
ference committee for compro­ 
mise. 


TTie House has received fi-om 
the Senate the $61 million gen­ 
eral government appropriations 
bill to which a $4,000 annual pay 
raise — to $14.000 — was added 
quietly and approved quickly 
T\iesday. 


It also has in hand a Senate- 
approved bill which originally 
would have raised compensation 
by 50 per cent to SIS.WK) a year. 


Each of the judges salary 
bills will requii’e either Senate 
approval or a conference com­ 
mittee compromise, because of 
the House’s trimming. 


H ie eight justices of the Su­ 
preme Court would receive $32,- 
500 under the House recommen­ 
dation — up from the $25.000 
they now receive, but less than 
the $35,000 approved by the Sen­ 
ate. 


The nine Appeals Court judges 
would receive a raise from $23,- 
000 to $31,000 a year. The Senate 
had approved a hike to $32.500

A bill to require 
guji-safety tests for all huntei*« 
under seventeen aiid a bill lo 
repeal the coyote bounty. Fox, 
bobcat, 
wolf 
bounties 
have 
been abolished, ajid had coyote 
been taken off the bounty list 
Michigan would have joined 
tlie gi'owing list of a ta ^ Uiat 
have taken action to wipe out 
a futile and totally unjustified 
squandering 
of 
conservaticm 
funds. 


Skepticism w as expressed re­ 
garding the worlcability of a 
gui^'^aiety law, and this old- 
timer shaied tli« skepticism, 
feeling that what was needed 
more than legislation was a 
deeper sense of social respon- 
»iblity, self control, foresight 
and 
common 
sense 
among 
teen-agers. However, statL^tics 
are in opposition to that opin­ 
ion. From various states and

Fatal shooting ac­ 
cidents ' in Ontario had been 
reduced from 36 in 1916 to 
ten in 1965. The ten-year aver­ 
age of fatalities had dropped to 
9 per cent as c<nnpared wnth a 
ten-year avei*age of 17 per cent 
in all of Noilh America. 


l'île Micliigan Conservation 
Department’s t a b u l a t i o n at 
Michigan huntiiig accidents re­ 
veals some strange trends. In 
1929 there w'as a total of 64 
accidents. In 1964, with three 
times as many hunting licenses 
issued, thei'e were four times 
as many accidents. However— 
and hem's a mysteiy—^in 1929 
there were 26 fatal accidents;

The medical 
staff 
of St. 
Francis Hospital has set up a 
Utilization Review Committee 
in preparation for the start of 
Medicare hospital insurance on 
July 1. 


There are 5 members on the 
committee and one had been 
assigned to each floor of the 
hospital. He will confer with 
the doctor on the case and with 
the committee to determine eli­ 
gibility 
of 
the 
patient 
for 
Medicare 
hospital 
insurance 
benefits. 


There are such utilization 
committees in other hospitals 
which have problems of bed 
shortages, even without Medi­ 
care. With the start of Medi­ 
care and expanded medical ser­ 
vice demands by the elderly, 
the Physicians Auditing Ser­ 
vice (PAS) will set up guide­ 
lines for normal hospital slays 
for treatment of specific con­ 
ditions.

If the Utilization Committee 
feels the patient could be treat­ 
ed adequately in a nursing home, 
it will notify the patient’s phy­ 
sician and he will have three 
days to remove the patient be­ 
fore Medicare benefits are cut 
off.
